Paul Philipoteaux like his father 


Henry* Emanuel Felix Philipoteaux,' a 
celebrated French artist, was the au- 
thor of this great'painting. He was 
born in Paris in 1846 and at a very 
early age, attracted attention bv his 
remarkable natural talent and works 
pf' art. His fauier gave 'him his first 
lessons-in painting and soon'Had the 
satisfaction, of seeing his son leading 
the -young artists of Paris 
A.t ' six- 


teen Paul came under the instruction of 
the famous Cabanel, and a year or two 
later was taken up by -Leon Cogneet 
with whom he became a great tavorite 
While a student at the "Ecole des 
Beaux Arts." he ,won several medals 
and other high honors.

(Note Partic- 
ularly the name given to the building 
and painting, cyclorama of the battle 
of Gettysburg was not by the wish ot 
the artist, an American gentleman &o 
named it. The word meaning a circle. 
within it a painting, in contrast to the 
word panorama, meaning a lengthy 
painting moving from one roller to 
another). 


The artists of Paris consider that to 


surround a work oE art with artificial 
things is not good taste. The paint- 
ing of merit is sufficient of itself. Jn 
other words, should speak for itself.

country. Since his ' fore- 


athers have lived here and the nation 
las had a memorable history, he may 
)e expected to have a sense of loyalty 
nd affection to his native land. This 
eeling is patriotism.—It removes the 
ine of north or south and east or 
vest since all the sections belong to 
he common country. Patriotism also 
eads a citizen to wish to see his 
aation strong, prosperous and hon- 
ored among the family of nations. A 
citizen having this quality of, patrio 
ism will risk his own life for the de- 
ense of his country, and in "-return 
;et protection. Is not this *an ideal 
citizen? But he will have many other 
qualities just as good as this.1-He 
will 'be honest and live up to his prin- 
jples in the part he takes in gov- 
erning the nation. He will be« Indus- 
trious -and not encourage indolence. 
3e will be loyal to his superiors ^ 
obey" them. "He will take - an--active 
part in the government and welfare 
of his town or county and always act 
according to his own conscience. Now. 
if all the citizens of a state hadr these 
jood qualities, it is evident that "..there 
would be no need of government for 
.he protection of its citizens from vio 
lenee. 


As soon as we begin to read .history 


we find certain duties which bind peo 
pie to-gether as fellow-citizens. There 
are numeious and important service^ 
which the government renders to its 
citizens—It 
extends 
its protection 


over their lives and property, it pro- 
vides courts of justice, schools^ and 
education. It maintains 
roads and 


carries mails, it guards public health 
and cleanses the streets and. it >sup- 
poits public hospitals. Now, it would 
plainly be unfair that citizens should 
enjoy these benefits without making 
any return. Then the question is— 
'•What ought the citizen to do in re- 
turn?" There are several simple-du- 
ties, theietoie, which the citizens owe 
to the government.—They must obe> 
the laws, they must take the, best 
care of public property. It is their 
duty to vote, also to pay their taxes 
It was an ancient requirement that 
every able-bodied- citizen must hear 
aims in case of war. This duty ex- 
rends-so far as to demand the citizen's 
life if it is needful to help save the 
state. But this public service is not 
only for times of war or danger, for 
the state also claims of the citizen 
many forms of peaceful seivice. Then 
too, theie are many offices which suf- 
fer unless rilled by able and patriotic 
men. The best citizen

about the futme of the nation, for he 
believes whatever abuses there are, 
that Kiglit will triumph in the end. 


Then, the greatest of all objects to 


be gained by human society is—char- 
acter. The character of every-one Is 
shown by the way he uses money

ing -with money. Does he keep an ac- 
count fo his expenditures?

All 
these things determine and help to 
make the character of a man. By and 
by Avhen he takes his place as a citi- 
zen we shall want to know now be 
uses his money, before we can trust 
him to hold office and look out for 
the Interests of others.

on wax instead, of wfth.pens on paper, 
the picture, suggested bv« Ausonius and 
his. stenographer is surprisingly like 
that of the business man in his offic* 
dictating a letter. The greatest differ- 
ence is that Ausonius1 stenographer 
was a slave, and the modern stenog- 
rapher an independent young woman 
who earns her own living.—Youth's 
Companion.
